Atlanta, Ga., Nov, 22.—More 
than two hundred delegates rep- 
wesenting all of the cotton grow- 
ing states inthe south gathered 
un convention here today to dis- 
‘ouss but one subject, ‘*‘Waron the 
Bofl Weevil.” The delegates 
‘were welcomed by Gov. Joseph 
M. Brown, and Mayor Robert F. 
Maddox, 

It was the censensus of opinion 
that this cotton plant pest can be 
successfully fonght, but that it 
will be necessary to completely 
revolutionize farming methods 
It was pointed out that the weevil 
will be across the Southwestern 
borders of Georgia by 1912 and 
that 16 is necessary to outline a 
wampaign.against the weevil as 
‘early as possible. 

Gne of the most practical ad- 
dresses of the session today was 
that by Dr. W. D. Hinds, state 
‘entomologist of Alabama, Dr 
Hinds illustrated his address with 
stereoytican views. He declared 
that to successfully combat the 
‘eastward march of the weevil the 
planter must burn off the cotton 
stalks just as soonas the crop is 
picked.

low the meat to cool. 

Important.—Salt is an astring- 
ent, and when applied alone to 
meat renders it very hard and dry. 
Its action 1s to draw out all of 
the meat juices. In a few days 
it will contract and harden the 
muscles. Sugar in not an aes- 
tringent, 1ts action is to soften 
\the muscles, causing the meat to 
retain its juices, as well as im- 
proving the flavor, 

Salt-petre will preserve the co- 
lor of meat, or give it a reddish 
tinge, 

When the meat is therourghly 
cooled rub each piece with salt 
and al ow it to drain over night. 
Then pack it in a barrel with ,the 
hams and shouldiers at the bot- 
tom, putting bacon ontop. For 
each 100 pounds of meat, weigh 
out 8 pounds of salt, 2 ounces of 
talt-potre. Disolve all in 4 gal- 
lons of water and cover the meat 
with brine. Bacon should re- 
main in this brine four to six 
weeks, hams and shoulders six to 
eight weeks. 

The brine should be carefully 
watched, if it gets thick and 
ropy, new brine should’be mude 
and put on at once. 

When the meat is taken from 
the brine, It is best to wash it 
with tepid water to prevent a 
crast of salt forming. The meat 
should then be hung up to drain 
forajday or two, after which it 
should be hngu in the smoke 
house and thoroughly smoked, 

The meat thus cured will keep 
for an indefinite time and instead 
of becoming rancid or ‘‘rusty,’’ 
will improve with age. 

A good method isto paint the 
ineat with syrup and black pepper 
which will keep out insects. ‘Tie 
up in a paper bag, and hang up in 
acool durk place until used or 
sold. 

_We are very much interested 
in this as we know that it will 
prove to be an immence source 
of revenae to our farmers, and 


hope that they will not simply 
read and cast aside, as ‘‘too much 
trouble’’, 


and you will see that it is really 
no more trouble than our present 
method of all salt curing which 
produces hams that are hard and 
undesirable.
